tically all the men who had to do 
with the robbery of the Mineral Range 
express last Friday of $70,000 are in 
jail or under espionage, and up to 
date $14,000 of their booty hoe been re- 
covered. Yesterday George La Liber- 
ty, a former fireman on the Duluth, 
South Shore & Atlantic road, was ar- 
rested here on the telegraphic order of 
the sheriff of Hough ton county. La 
Liberty had lost his place in the re- 
cent reduction of hands on the railroad 
and had been associating1 with some of 
the touph characters who had been 
suspected of the train robbery. 
He** 


was taken to Houghton, handcuffed, 
and after he hod made a desperate 
attempt to get away and been success- 
fully held, he made a clean breast of 
the whole affair and was brought back 
to Marquette. The men now under ar- 
rest are. A. S. Cannon, of Hancock; a 
young man of good family, whose 
trunk was used to carry away the 
money; John King, an athlete; Chel- 
lew, a saloonkeeper at Ncgaunee; 
Michael and John 
Shea, saloonists

Moses L£jgetin, brake man on the train 
robbed; D \V Hogan, the messenger 
on the robbed cai ; Ed Hogan, saloon- 
is t, W. S. Shoup, hack driver, and - .

WORLD WITHOUT END 


A Glimpse at the Doctrines of tlta 


Buddhists' Faith. 


CHRISTIANITY A RELItlOH OF FACTS. 


First Religious Parliament—Religiona 


Outgrowing Their Mythology—All 


Teaching Essentially the Same • 


—The Church ol Christ. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—According to the 


paper presented to the parliament of 
religion in behalf of Miaku Soyen, of 
of Japan, yesterday Buddhism regards 
the universe as having had no begin- 
ning and as unlikely to have an end- 
ing. It can not trace back to an eter- 
nity any absolute causal, laws, so it 
reaches the conclusion that there is 
no «nd to the world. At the same 
time it holds that in the future life, 
each individual will enjoy or suffer the 
results of his own actions in this exist- 
ence. As. the present pains of one's 
present actions, so the happiness or 
misery of the wicked ones 


Prof. George Park-Fisher, in an ad- 


dress upon Christianity as a religion, 
held that the preparation uf Chris- 
tianity wan indissolubly involved in 
the ancient history of Israel. The 
Gospel itself and its foundation were 
made up of historical occurrences, and 
Christianity was distinctly a religion 
of facts 


The most lengthy paper of the day 


was that of Col. Thomas Wentworth 
Higginson, of Boston, who spoke upon 
the "Sympathy of Religions" 
He 


differed with those that had referred 
to this gathering as the first parlia- 
ment of religions, and said that the 
first was coincident with the founda- 
Lion of the republic, when between 
two Christian ministers there walked 
a Philadelphia rabbi. 
This demon- 


strated that the new government was 
a great religious parliament. In the 
great effort toward Christianity in 
which they 
were 
engaged 
they 


needed not the support of some single 
sect alone like Koman Catholics or Bud- 
dhists, but the strength and sympathy 
of the human race. It was the happi- 
ness of the present generation to live 


a time when religions were out- 


growing their mythology, and emanci- 
pated men xvere stretching their hands 
x> share the luxury of a religion that 
did not degrade. The progressive 
Brahmins of India, the Mahommedan 
students in London, and the Jewish 
radicals in America were teaching es- 
sentially the same principles, seek- 
ing the same ends with the most en- 
lightened Christian reformers 
The 


Jewish congregations in Baltimore 
were the first to contribute for the 
education of the freedmen 
The liud- 


dhlst temple in San Francisco was the 
first edifice of that eity draped in 
mourning after the assassination of 
Lincoln 
The Parsees of the east sent 


lontributions to the sanitary commis- 
sion. The reign of Heaven on earth 
would not be called the kingdom of 
Buddha, or of Christ—it woul be called 
the Church of Christ or tho Common- 
wealth of Man.

was realized the physicians were tele- 
graphed for to Kankakee and M*i- 
teno, and ten arrived here at 11:40 p 
m.

The work of rescue was immediately 


begun, and one by one the horribly 
mutilated bodies of the seven dead 
were removed from the pile of wreck- 
age. 


The passengers in the forward oars, 


although they received a severe shak- 
ing up and many were badly cut and 
bruised, were foremost in the work of 
caring for the injured. 
They were 


taken as soon as possible to Mantono, 
where they are being cared for under 
the directions of the railroad officials. 


No names of the killed or injured 


can be obtained at this hour. 


In the great confusion none of the 


trainmen are able to account for tho 
wreck, as a man was sent back from 
the first section of the train as soon as 
the stop, which was made necessary 
by some defective machinery in the lo- 
comotive, was made. This flagman 
has not been seen since the wreck, and 
he is probably tho only man who can 
give the real cause of tho disaster. 


It is thought by the railroad officials 


that the second section of No. 4 was 
running at a pretty good speed having- 
no intimation that tho first section 
would stop at this unexpected point, 
and that the flagman failed to get 
back a sufficient distance to enable the 
engineer of the second section to re 
duce his speed.

Wan to a Compromise. 


The Falkoer compromise for the silver 


repeal bill, aa often mentioned ot late, 
provides for the coinage of the bullion 
now in the treasury, which, at ita coinage 
valu*, wonld amount to 9174^100,000, to 
be coined at the rate of 83,000,0000 a 
month, and authorise tie purchase at 
the market price of 1,650,000 ounces of 
silver per month, which ia not to be 
coined until after the bullion now m the 
treasury is coined. After all the bullion 
now in the treasury ia coined, then 
S3,000,000of the new purchase is to be 
coined monthly until the aggregate silver 
coinage including subsidiary coin eti8.ll 
reach 9800,000,000. We have now 8419,- 
332,000 standard silver dollars siid 877,- 
000,000 fractions! silver coin, which 
makes our total silver coins amonrit to 
9496.332,OGO, Add to thie the 8174,000,- 


000, 
which the coinage ot the present 


bullion wonld yield, and we have 8670,- 
000,000. This, if the Falknsr compro- 
mise were adopted, would require the 
purchase ot abont 100,000,000 ounces ot 
silver to make the aggregate of 8800,- 
000,000 coined silver. Ii also provides 
for tbe retirement of all silver certificates 
and treasury notee issued in payment of 
bullion and silver dollars, and also retin s 
all bank notee under f 10 for the purpose 
of forcing the silver into circulation ae 
well as the 8250 end 85 gold pieces. 
Such a proposition, coming from the 
source it does, shone the hollowneas ot 
the Democratic claim that the present 
depression is dne to purchase of silver 
andtr the so-called Sherman law.
